shortly af tor 4 o'clock resterday after 
noon in the basement of the o-story 
bmlding at 104 Madinun street, tbe first 
floor and basement of which were QP' 
onpied tqr tl^e Totetti Oafe and Beaton- 
imiit oompaajr and the second floor by 
CMt UniaM pftrlors of FnaklCQseey 
The blaze was insignificant at first and 
a crowd of people (fathered on the side- 
walk in front of tlie building to warch 
the work of the flremeu. About one 
dozen policemen were busily engaged 
in poshing l^k the (hnmg when a ter 
rillo esplodbn of hatnr«I gas took place 
The building was badly wrecked, the 
windows, window gratings, sidewalk 
lights and iiuiiiholo covers were hurled 
into the air and fell among the crowd 
Dozens of pt<ople were tlirowu from 
their feet and were injured, only 
one of them being, however, seriously 
hurt. The following is the list of in 
jored:

The explosion oaused a wild panic in 
the street and in the frantic rush for 
safety which followed many people 
were thrown down and trampled upon. 
That many were not killed and many 
more injured was little short of a mir- 
acle. 

Mussey's billiard parlors were filled 
with players when the explosion came, 
and the men who had paid little or no 
attention to the small blaze in the base- 
ment appreciated the situation at its 
proper value when the windows went 
wailing into the street and plaster began 
09 come down on their heaas. The rush 
in the street was duplicated by the ex- 
cited billiard players as tbev plunged 
down the stain for safety and' tlie outer 
air. Many of them escaped by the 
stairway, some took to the fire escapo 
and those who were late, or wlio delib- 
erated as to the best way of cgres-s, 
were taken out by the firemen. 

The fire spread through the 'ouilding 
with great rapidity after the (!x plosion 
and within 10 minutes it was blading 
fiercely. Gall after call for additional 
engines wa.s sent in by Chief Sweiiie, 
but the firi' ( (uild only bo reached m the 
front and n iir and was ditlicult of ac- 
cess. The severe weather caused much 
of the water to freeze and within an 
hour the building resembled an ioeberg 
with a furnace in its interior. 

The burning building is within TiO 
feet of the intersection of Dearborn and 
'adison streets, wliero the loops of the 
rest Side end North Sido cable lines 
nterseot, and from the time the tire 
oke out umil after midnieht traffic- 
as entirely su-iiiended on both lines. 
The loss is estimated at |1 25,000, of 
hich |»0,000 will foil on the Tosetti 
onipany ; i|UiO,000 on Mussey, and |16,- 
on Morris Koienfeld, the owner of 
e building.

Beipabll lan S«oatorl»l Apportionment 
Bill PaMMl In Illlaalfc 

BpRiKoraLD, nis.. Dee. 'M.— Amid 
soenesxf rietous disorder and intense 
excitement the house yesterday passed 

the Republican senatorial apportion- 
ment bill by a vote of 79 yeas to 64 
nays. There were but two vote to 
spare It was a hair-breadth escape 
from defeat for the Republican man- 
agers. ReprcaentetiTe Patriok Meany 
of Chicago sstred the bill for the Repub- 
lican organization. He furnished the 
77th vote necessory to pass the measure 
and when he ended a speech with tho 
words "I vote yea," State Treasurer 
Henry Hertz, a Republican leader, who 
stood at his side, trembling with anx- 
iety and excitement, tlnng his arms 
about Meany's neck and hugged him as 
though he were a long lost son returned 
from the Klondike. Representatives 
Funk and Scrogiu, the McLean county 
kickers, then voted for the bill, making 
79 in all. 

It was a dramatic end of the appor- 
tionment fight in the house. The Dem- 
ocrats shouted and jeered and did their 
best to make so much noise that bus- 
iness could not be transacted. A score 
of their loudest tongued men mounted 
their desks and started a hullabaloo that 
was maintained nntil two calls of the 
roll were finished. So great was the 
tumult that everybody in the statehouse 
was drawn to the scene and the floor of 
representativee hall was crowded with 
excited men, whom neither the speak- 
er's garel nor the 'sergeants-at-arms 
could control. 

Yesterday's events insures the suocess 
of the apportionment, as the senate is 
certain to pass the bill the first week in 
January. The bill provides for a Re- 

fiublican reapportionment of the legis- 
ative districts of the state. Acoording 
to the remoerats the reapportionment 
is a gerrymander. The Republicans as- 
sert that the changes simply correct the 
ootracee allwed to have been perpe- 
tratea in the so-oalled Democratic ger- 

Smander of the state. So clever was 
e Democratio map-making that under 
existing conditions it is necessary. 
Governor Tanner, Republican, declares, 
for the Republicans to carrv Illinois bv 
at least 80.000 majority if the Repub- 
ican party is to oontrol the itottf Isvis- 
lature.

over the killing of Colonel Ruiz is htill 
intense in Havana, says The Herald 
correspondent. Many are disposed to 
blame Cieneral Blanco, alleging that 
he forced Colonel RiUs to go 
ih spite of the latter's protee 
tatioos that it meant certain death 
This story is improbable, but its circu 
lation served to arouse a very ngly feel 
ii;g among the firemen, of whii h (^ol 
onel Uuiz was once chief and by whom 
he was iidored. This bitter feeling is 
inten.sitled by a story that Colonel Ruiz 
contributed to the support of (.'olonel 
Aranguren s mother, and that only 
few days before hi.s death .sent to her $.)0 
nt Colonel .\raiignreir8 u'TSonal re 
quest. All accounts agr.-e that ( 'oloiiel 
Arangnreii was persoiialiy opposed to 
tlie infliction of the extreme penalty 
and would have saved Colonel Ruiz, but 
hirt own hfe would have been saoriflced 
had he refused immediate compliance 
with the orders of his superiors. 

A cable lias Ix'en received stating 
that General Lee had bet n iiistructtnl 
by Secretary of State .'>herm:\n to noti 
fy (ieneral Ci'ome/, and the other rebel 
leaders that they ni ed expect no Amer^ 
ican symi>atliy if they concluded to per 
nut firing on flairs of truce. General 
Lee said he ImkI rrc. ivi d no such in- 
Btriietions, and udded that he knew of 
no instance of the diplay of n flag of 
truce daring the war. It has never 
been claimed by tho Spanish authorities 
that Colonel Ruiz was under such a flag 
that institution being unknown to the 
Spanish army in Cuba— its use being 
interdicted as involving recognition of 
the insurgents as belligerents. This is 
so widely known that the Spanish, 
while denouncing the killing as an act 
of savagery, frankly admit that Colonel 
Ruiz was under no protection and had 
been abundantly warned of theconse- 
oueuccs of his action in approaching 
tne rebel camp. 

Much excitement was caused on Sun 
day morning when a small, white war 
ship, bearing a strong resemblance to 
the United States gunboat Annapolis, 
was seen slowly approaching the bar' 
bor. A rumor spread that an American 
warship was coming in, and tho people 
became frenzied when the stranger's 
guns opened in a salute to the forts, 
many beheving the city was being bom 
barded. It was soon ciparent that the 
Teasel was the (ier.nan schoolship 
Stein, hot several hours elapsed before 
quiet was restored in the city. A wel 
come was extended to the Stein by the 
Spanish naval and military authorities, 

All last night raging fires have been 
visible southwest of Harana, only 10 
miles distant. Standing canes on the 
Toledo and the Portngalete estates 
which were about to commence nind 
ing, were set on fire by the rebels and 
completely destroyed. The fire caused 
great indignation and excitement in 
Havana. No estates are grinding now. 
except those paying a tax of 40 cents a 
bag to the rebels. 

INSURGENTS DEFIANT. 

Camped Mear a Spanlah Fort and Invito 
an Attack 

Havana, Dec. 24.— The recent unfor- 
tunate mission of Colonel Ruiz to the 
camp of Colonel Aranguren in this 
provinoe has called attention sharply to 
the remarkable dronmstance that 
Spanish offlcer and also a messenger 
from the American consulate could 
reach the insurgents' camp in a few 
hours after leaving Havana, when the 
trooiM never found it, causes sharp 
comment on the military operations. 
Tho camp is six miles from a Spsoish 
fort and haa been located there for niae 
months. 

Colonel Ruiz's friends among the vol- 
unteers and armed firemen of Havana 
continue censuring General Blanco and 
demanding that ne execute vengeance 
on the insurgents. From their camp 
the insurgents have sent a defiant mes- 
sage for the troops to come and take it. 

Hot firing can be heard from the vi- 
cinity of Pino railway station, two 
miles out of the city, in tbe direction of 
Cambute. It is supposed that the forces 
of General Parrado are engaged.

•avlr Half a Million Dollar** Worth of 
Property Doalro^od. 

Cleveland. Deo. 84.— Fire broke ont 
in the buainefs center of tbe oityatS 
o'clock yeiterday tftetnoon. and fanned 

by a high northwest wind, destroyed 
property worth more than half a million 
dollars. The Power bloi k on Frank- 
fort street, owned by J. B. Perkins, si.x 
stories high and made of brick, was 
consumed above the second story and 
the rear of the brick Wilshire blook, 
six stories high, owned also by Mr. Per- 
kins, and fronting on Superior street, 
wa4 burned. 

The flreatarted by the explosion of a 
large can of benzine in the lithograph 
ing establishment of Johns A Company 
in the Power block. Windows were 
blown ont and several eniployi;s es 
caped with difficulty by the fire es- 
capes and a bridge leading to tbe Wil- 
shire block. 

The roof of the power bouse of the 
now Century building was demnUshed 
by a falling wall. The J. L. Hudson 
clothing store and the offices in the 
Wilshire building were damaged some- 
what by fire and to a greater extent by 
water. The Wilshire is damaged to the 
extent of about |;20.000. 

A large part of the stock of J. L. 
Hudson, valued at |8fiO,000, is damaged 
but amply insured.

It is printed on two thin 
sheets of paper with the silk fibers be- 
tween them. The silk, however, is 
too heavy. The most marked defect is 
in the numbering which is much too 
small, while the green ink on the back 
is too light in color.

PiflLADBLPHlA. Dec. 24.— A sensation 
was created in this city yesterday by 
the announcement of the suspension of 
the Chestnut Street National bank, re- 
garded as one of the strongest financial 
institutions in the dty. The siupen- 
sion carried with it the closing of tho 
Chestnut Street Trust and Savings 
Fund company, doing business under 
the state banking laws. William Sing- 
lery. publisher of the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord, is president of both companies, and 
the same men. with one eioeptioil, aot 
as ofhcers and directors. 

The first information the public re- 
ceived that the banks were in trouble 
was in the form of a notice posti'd on 
the doorof t)ie buiMirig o'-cupied jointly 
by the two coiu'erns. signed by .National 
Bank E.xawuner William M. Hart, to 
the etfpct that tho Chestnut Street Na- 
tional bank had closed its doors pend- 
ing an investigation of its affairs. No 
statement of assets and liabilities is 
available, but it is stated that the de- 
))osits of the Chestnut Street bank 
amounted to ^^1 , 700,000 and of the tnut 
company $1 ,;ioo,000. 

Presicieiit Siiigerly gave out a brief 
statement last night, in which he said : 
"Wo are working to secure the in- 
debtedness of the two banks so that 
they can ^:o into voluntary liquidation 
and thus avoid a receivership."' 

In this ( onnection Deputy t'omptrol- 
ler of the Treasury George M. Coffin, 
who was seut hero from Washington by 
Comptroller ?>kels, said : "The matter 
of putting tho Chestnut Street National 
bank into voluntary liquidation has 
been taken up by Fhiluaelphia men of 
great financial ability. Their first step 
will be to ascertain tho valne of the as- 
sets of the bank. They must first be 
satisfied that they have value sufticieut 
to warrant them in assuming the in- 
debtedness. ' ' 

Mr. Cofttn will remain here several 
days aiding the men who have taken 
unon themselves the task of extricatinff 
sir. Singerly from his financial difficul- 
ties. The belief is strong that they 
will provi<le the funds necessary for a 
volnntary liquidation of the two banks 
and pay depositors dollar for dollar. 

It M-as known for some time in bank- 
ing circles that Mr Singerly's banks 
were in trouble, and the national bank 
examiner, it is said, was aware of the 
condition of affairs. Wednesday night 
a number cf the leading bank officiala 
of the citv had a conference lasting 
until nearly 8 o'clock yesterdav morn- 
ing considering the matter ol raising 
Bufllciont money to relieve Mr. Sing- 
erly's banks of their distress. It is un- 
derstood that a proposition to float two 
million prefered stock of the Philadel- 
phia Record had been fmiotically agreed 
to when the discovery was made that 
because of the involved condtiion of the 
trust company's finances this som 
would not be within several himdred 
thousand dollars of the amount re- 
ouired. Negotiations were therefore 
declared off and the banks were forced 
to the wall. 

The statements of the cause of the 
failtire current here agree with that 
made bv Comptroller Eckels at Wash- 
ington that it was primarily due to the 
loss of much money by Mr. Singerly in 
his unproductive paper mill at Slkton, 
Md., one of the largest in the country. 
One statement plaoed the som thus in* 
volved at nearly a million of dcdlan. 
Mr. . Bingerly also has moch money In- 
vested in other enterprises in this and 
other cities. Rumors were current to 
the effect that the ownership of The 
Record would pass from ib. Singerly, 
but this he denied, stating positively 
that he ia in absolute oontrol of the pa> 
per and will oontinne at its head. 

Crowds were gathered in front of the 
big granite banking building all day. 
but all was quiet. A line of policemen 
kept the people moving. A great nom- 
berof small accotmtawere carried by 
the trust company and apprehension 
was expressed that some dis&ess might 
follow the failure. If the hopes of a 
quick settlement are realiaed, however, 
all depoaltors will be paid in fall within 
a short time. 

The Chestnut Street National bank 
was established in June, 1887, but waa 
not incorporated until July 5 ot the 
same year. Hon. Robert E. Pattison 
was its first president, assuming the 
offlce when he retired from the gov- 
ernorship. When he again became 
governor, in 1891, Mr. Singerly sue- 
oeeded him^

W«lMtt ni Otk«r Silrcr Seuton WiU Be- 
■Miee the Party-flage'i SeliMM 
the Cause. 

Oinc.\(;o, D(>( pmberL'L'.— A Washington 
dispatch to the Chronicle says : 

A split in the Rspablioan party is at 
hand. Shortly before Conjrress adjourned 
for the holidays Senator Wolcott n&\0 no- 
tice that he woald take occasion early In 
January to make a speech on the subject 
of iuternational bimetallism and on the 
money question in general, in which he 
would take occasion to refer to the work 
of the Bimetallic CommLssion, of which 
he is Chairman. 

The speech, as a matter of fact, is to be 
hiffhly sensational, for Mr. Woloott will 
improve the opportunity then presented 
to formally sever his relations with the 
Republican party and to announce his 
P|Urpose hereafter to act with some pnrty 
which favors the free coina((e of silver by 
independent action on the part of this 
Government. 

He will simply say that wit ii the dis- 
appearance of the hope of bimetallism the 
financial contest henceforth in this coun- 
try will be a battle between the standards 
and that he prefers silver rather than gold 
as the measure of values in the United 
Sutee. 

Undoubtedly the speech will be a sen- 
sation, and to add to the sensational feat* 
ures of the occasion it is expected that a 

number of tlie Uepiiblicaii Senators who 
have heretofore supported the adminis- 
tration will probably Join with Mr. Wol- 
cott In abandoning the administration- 
Mr. Carter, of Montana; Mr. Khoup, of 
Idaho; Mr. Clark, of Wyoming; Mr. 
Warren and Mr. Wilson, of Washington. 
The desertion of these Senators will re- 
dace the administration strength in the 
Senate to less than two-fifths of that 
body. It will probably mean that no se- 
rious eflort will be made during the pres- 
ent session to pass any financial leRisla- 
tion through the Senate. 

The HHHKestion ha.H b(»en made, but it 
is not taken seriously in any quarter, that 
President MoKlnley may publicly with- 
draw his Biippoit of Secretary Gage's 
financial scheme, and in that way hold 
In line the Senators who are now about 
to desert the party. Should the Presi- 
dent adopt such a course, which is most 
unlikely, there would be a vacancy at an 
early day in the office of the Secretary of 
the Treasury. Mr. Gage would not re- 
tain his place for one moment unless he 
could rely upon the loyal support of his 
chief.

Twe-Dollar Windom CertiflcateH .\re Plenti- 
fal in Cincinnati at FreHeat. 

Enquirer.] 

Cincinnati is being flooded with coun- 
terfeit two-dollar bills of the Windom 
iasne. For the past few days quite a num- 
ber of complaints have been coming to 

the Secret Service Agent and to the 
United States District Attorney, and work 
was at once begun to try and locate the 

persons who were pafaing the spurious 
stuff. So far as could be ascertained, 
many of the counterfeits were passed by 
Kei)Utal)le l)ti8i!ip.*s men, and Wednesday 
a Fourth street merchant was brought 
before the District Attorney to undergo 
an examination. It developed that he 
passed the mouey innocently, but was 
warned to look out and see that he does 
not do it again. The statutes regarding 
counterfeits state that any person having 
ia their possession counterfeit money 
should report the same to the Secret 
Rerrice Department, and not allow it to 
become circulated. If the contrary is 
done prosecution will follow. 

The coonterfeitt have been received at 
a number of the banks, Imt the experts 
there detected and threw them out. The 
bill ia one of the best imitations seen 
hereabouts in a long time, and it is only 
with ditliciilty that it can be detected. 
At first sight it would fool experts, so 
tliat it is no wonder that others get 
caught. The engraving ia almost equal 
to that done by the Government and the 
paper would readily paas muster.

General Thomas is the highest official 
in the organization of Knights Templar 
in the United States. There are five 
commanderies in BaltimOTO and twelT* 
in Maryland. 

The whole affair lot the country has 
been arranged by a committee on Christ- 
mas observance, of which Mr. Stephen 
Berry, of Portland, Me., is the Chairman.

The most aoutherly in this continent 
will be Francisco L. Crocby, the only 
Templar in Lima, Peru, who is struggling 
against the removal of the Bible from 
Peruvian altars. The Templars of Vic- 
toria, Australia, have received invitations. 

The most easterly will be Edward 
Ujortsburg, in Shanghai, China, who will 
sit up until after 1 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing to wait for ihe laggard West.
